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ELECT NEW OFFICERS annual MEETING WATER COMPANY protest too weak

At the meeting of the board of trade 
Monday night there was a good attend- 
an:e and much intei'est was manifested 
in the future work of the board. A 
good deal has been accomplished in the 
past year, but there is a wide field here 
for active work, and there is no ques¬ 
tion that much more will be accom- 
pvished the coming year. 

The principal interest in the meeting 
Monday night centered in the election 
of officers, several changes being neces¬ 
sary, owing to removals from the city 
and other causes. President H. Ivor 
Thomas, who has removed from the 
city, was present at the meeting and 
presided. Mr. Thomas read a brief 
report of the work of the past year, 
thanking the board for the honor of 
having- been its first president, and 
regretting that it would be necessary 
for him to retire from active participa¬ 
tion in its labors. 

The election of o.fficers then followed, 
the following named gentlemen being 
elected directors: Messrs. C. W. Jones, 
J. J. Graham, J. W. Keys. A. S. Mead, 
W. S. Andrews, C. S. Kersting and M. 
H. Bridle. 

The former secretary, G. W. Gill, hav¬ 
ing recently removed to Burbank, Mr. 
W. S. Andrews was elected in his stead. 
Secretary C. W. Hill stated that owing 
to the demand of other business he 
would not be able to devote the neces¬ 
sary time to the duties of this important 
office, though retaining an active in¬ 
terest in the board and its work, and 
requested that his successor be elected 
at this meeting. The vote resulted in 
the unanimous election of Mr. M. Her¬ 
bert Bridle, a well known and energetic 
young business man, who will bring 
both energy and ability to the work. 

The directors met at the conclusion 
of the members' meeting and perfected 
an organization by the election of J. W. 
Keys as president and A. S. Mead, vice- 
president. 

With the growth of the city the scope 
of the activities of the board will con¬ 
stantly increase, and the personnel of 
officers and directors, who were selected 
from among the most active business 
men of the city, is a guarantee that no 
good work will be left undone to ad¬ 
vance the interests of Sierra Madre. 

The afiairs of the board are in a very 
satisfactory condition, and the reports 
of the president, secretary and treasurer 
were were ordered spread on the 
minutes of the board.

REPORTS SUBMITTED ON BUSINESS OF PAST YEAR 

President Blumer Suggests Plan for Providing Water for City 
Use—Thinks Time Has Not Come for City to Buy Water- 
Works—New Board of Directors Chosen. 


For a long time interest has centered 
in the meeting of the water company, 

; which was held at the Town hall last 
night. Owing to the illness of Secretary 
Norris, James A. Madden, who has been 
performing the duties of the office for 
some time, was elected secretary of the 
meeting. President J. G. Blumer in the 
chair. 

After the reading and approval of the 
minutes of the annual meetings of last 
year, the secretary read his repoi't for 
the current year, showing receipts of 
$4,653.73, and expenditures of $3,515.05 
for the year, leaving a surplus of 
$1,138.68. The working capital is given 
as $11,850.34, with total resources of 
$127,393.24. The total liabilities, ex¬ 
clusive of capital stock consists of | 
bonds to the extent of $29,000; accounts ; 
payable, $312.90; working capital $10,- i 
080.34. There is in the bank $1,078.67, 
cash. I 

President Blumer then read his an- ^ 
niial report with recommendations, 
calling attention to various phases of 
the situation. He stated that irrigators 
were the largest users of water, though 
small consumers with one to three j 
shares of stock were rapidly increasing, i 
and the question of proper adjustment ! 
of water charges was an important one. ! 
The president also recommended that | 
the old Auburn avenue uipe line be ^ 
laid from the Bailey canyon to the big | 
reservoir, thus largely increasing the | 
flow of gravity water. He estimated ! 
that the work would cost from $350 to | 
$400, On motion of Mr. Steinberger the 
new board was authorized to make the 
improvement. ! 

President Blumer then took up the 
matter of water for fire protection, ad¬ 
vancing the idea that the city might

buy water stock, then put in hydrants 
and pay the company so much per 
hydrant per month. If water were used 
for sprinkling, a movable meter could 
be used to ascertain the amount con¬ 
sumed. The by laws could be amended 
to permit such an arrangement, by 
securing signatures to a petition repre¬ 
senting three-fourths of the stock. 

The question of bonding the city to 
purchase the company’s interests was 
considered at length, the president 
helding that the smallest amount neces¬ 
sary to effect the purchase would be 
$104,632, in addition to which the city 
would have to assume the $29,000 
bonded indebtedness, making a total of 
$133,000. As the city could only bond 
for $96,000, he considered the proposi¬ 
tion impracticable at the present time, 
and if effected that the cost of water to 
consumers would be increased. 

Mr. Twycross moved that the matter 
be left to the consideration of the new 
board of directors, with instructions to 
report at the next annual meeting, 
which was carried. 

Mr. W. R. Blackman was re-elected 
auditor of the company. The election 
of the directors resulted in the choice 
of the following, who were the only 
nominees, the secretary casting the 
ballot: 

J. G. Blumer, W. S. Andrews, L. C. 
Torrance, Arthur N. Carter, C. W. Jones, 
N. H. Hosmer, J. Hart. 

The directors organized by the elec¬ 
tion of J. G. Blumer as president, and 
W. S. Andrews as vice-president, the 
election of secretary and treasurer and 
appointment of the superintendent be¬ 
ing postponed until to-night, when the 
board will again meet.

property fronting the street. 

In view of the earnest desire of the 
people that the work should proceed, 
the trustees decided to order the work 
done on Central, as well as on the other 
streets, and passed Ordinances Nos. 49 
to 54, inclusive, providing for the same. 

Ordinance No. 55, making it unlawful 
to cut down or mutilate any shade or 
ornamental trees on any street or public 
place without the sanction of the park 
commission, was introduced and referred 
to the committee on streets. 

The city license collector reported $89 
callected during the month from this 
source.

Last week the people of Sierra Madre 
were aroused and a wave of indignation 
swept the city at the reported cruelty 
inflicted upon little Ada Webster, a 
nine - year - old child by her foster 
mother. Human sympathy naturally 
reaches out for the protection of chil¬ 
dren, and this little one, who was 
severely bruised about the head and 
body, was an object of pity, and the 
alleged abuse of the child was naturally 
censured in the strongest terms. The 
case was unfortunate from whatever 
point of view. If her injuries were 
received from her foster parent, as the 
result of an outburst of passion or 
cruelty, then severe punishment would 
be the just reward of the offender. But 
if, as many believe, there is another ex¬ 
planation of the severe injuries to the 
child, then it would be most unfortu¬ 
nate and wrong to condemn Miss Davis 
unheard. She has lived in Sierra 
Madre for some time, where she has 
many friends who will not believe her 
guilty of cruelty until the proof is 
forthcoming, as her reputation among 
those who know her best is said to be 
at variance with any such act. What¬ 
ever the merits of the case, it is to be 
hoped that full justice will be done to 
all parties in the forthcoming trial, in 
which the facts will all be brought to 
light.

1st. That said Baldwin avenue fron.

arc required by law to be kept in order 
or repair by any person or company 
having railroad tracks thereon, and also 
excepting such portions as have already 
been graded to the official line and 
grade, oiled and accepted by said city), 
be graded and oiled in accordance with 
the plans and profiles for such work on 
file in the office of the city engineer of 
said city, and specifications for such 
work on file in the office of the city 
clerk of said city, said specifications 
being numbered 4. 

2nd. That a cement gutter be con¬ 
structed along each side of said Baldwin 
avenue from the north curb line of Live 
Oak avenue on the south to the south 
curb line of Carter avenue on the north 
(except along such portions of said 
street where a cement or granite gutter 
has been constructed to the official line 
and grade and accepted by said city), 
in accordance with the plans and pro¬ 
files for such work on file in the office 
of the city engineer of said city, and 
specifications for the construction of 
cement gutters on file in the office of 
the city clerk of said city, said specifi¬ 
cations being numbered 8. 

3rd. That a cement curb be construct¬
